Health Advocates Converge at ORR Fair

The Old Rochester Regional High School's 
Health and Wellness Night last week offered a plethora 
of resources for local attendees ''just for the health of it/' 
as its motto claimed. The free community event featured 
some recognizable faces - including Jay Kruger from the 
television show "The Biggest Loser" and Amanda Kelly, 
Miss Massachusetts 2009 - and dozens of informational 
booths on health issues. 

High school students Sean Packard and Koby 
Williamson set the mood with live jazz music as 
locals checked out a wide spectrum of organizations. 
Participants included massage, acupuncture and 
chiropractic clinics, health food stores, exercise centers, 
nursing schools and hospitals, nonprofits, and even the 
Mattapoisett Police Department. In addition, health 
professionals offered free cholesterol testing and gift 
baskets were raffled off for health causes. 

Representing the Greater New Bedford Health 
and Human Services Coalition, Pauline Hamel and 
Allyson Scherb manned a booth with the hope of "raising 
awareness" about disparities in health care, especially 
how social determinants such as race and class affect 
one's health. The Health and Human Resources-funded 
organization matches individuals and families with health 
services. "Anyone can be a member," Ms. Hamel said. 
Tim Donohue of Yoga Kids Inc., which is administered 
through the Marion Institute, discussed his work teaching 
yoga to the Boys and Girls Clubs of New Bedford and 
area schools. "Kids are natural at yoga," he said. 

Meanwhile, Ms. Kelly - who currently is serving 
her year as Miss Massachusetts - mingled with the crowd 
wearing her telltale sash ribbon. "As Miss Massachusetts, 
I am constantly working to promote goals for a healthy 
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lifestyle/' she said. As a high school student, Ms. Kelly 
participated in field hockey, swimming and track and 
later attended Brandeis University on a track scholarship. 
She noted that for youth, exercise is a "great outlet" and 
hopes to encourage young people to embrace "sports for 
life." 

In addition, the evening included demonstrations 
and seminars aimed at teaching healthy lifestyles. Dr. 
Ross Rutkowski, Derek DeCosta and Biggest Loser's 
Jay Kruger delivered presentations ranging from a talk 
on nutrition to exercise demonstrations to Mr. Kruger's 
weight-loss story. Dr. Rutkowski' s lecture detailed 
unhealthy foods and ingredients and suggested that 
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people steer away from processed foods, red meat, fried 
food, high-mercury fish, high fructose corn syrup, caffeine 
and alcohol. He noted that 100 percent organic apple juice 
contains ten tablespoons of sugar, the same as a can of 
coke. He also talked about the importance of recognizing 
that eating food is a way to support the 70 trillion cells 
in our body that performs millions of tasks per second. 
As such, he urged listeners to respect the "innate 
intelligence" of our bodies by eating right. 

The event also recognized the donation 
from Marion and Mattapoisett Lions Clubs of a new 
defibrillator installed next to the high school gym. School 
nurse Kim Corazzini praised the clubs as "so supportive" 
in their recognition of community needs. In a formal 
dedication unveiling the defibrillator. Assistant Principal 
Michael Parker thanked the donors for their "wonderful 
gift." 

New Job Club Offers Tips, Camaraderie

Losing a job or struggling to fulfill career goals 
can be outright daunting, especially during this time of 
high unemployment and a stagnating economy For those 
underemployed or unemployed, the Mattapoisett Free 
Public Library is offering a little pick-me-up: the Second 
Cup of Coffee Club for job seekers. 

Library Director Susan Pizzolato said that as part 
of its strategic planning process, the library identified job- 
hunting assistance as a community need after feedback 
from two forums. Shortly thereafter, the library received 
a gift when Marcella Nelson - a former human resources 
executive and job coach - approached the library to start a 
club on a volunteer basis. 

For Ms. Nelson, a Mattapoisett resident, the 
journey to volunteer at the library may resemble the 
experience of future club attendees. After a successful 
tenure in the corporate world followed by running her 
own business, Ms. Nelson struggled with what to do 
next. Her "ah-ha!" moment arrived when she heard about 
libraries starting job clubs on a morning talk show. 
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"Frankly, I was at the stage in life I wanted to give 
back to the community. I was kind of struggling to use my 
skills and experience to do that/' Ms. Nelson said. It was 
at this point she decided to volunteer her services to the 
library. 

"It was terrific. She has great qualifications and 
a wonderful manner [that is] warm and upbeat - all of 
things you'd want in a job coach/' Ms. Pizzolato said. The 
club kicked off its first meeting on March 31 and attracted 
six job seekers with diverse backgrounds. 

"The group was very enthusiastic and 
participative/' said Ms. Nelson, adding that the 
participants ranged from college-aged seniors seeking 
employment to moms re-entering the workforce to 
semi-retired individuals like herself. She said each club 
meeting focuses on a theme and provides "proven tips 
and techniques" for job searching and networking. Ms. 
Nelson stressed that group members ultimately determine 
what activities to incorporate, although she expects in 
the future to bring in guest speakers and offer resume 
critiquing. 

The club is a place "to feel supported and not so 
alone, to ask for advice and laugh a little bit during a dark 
time," Ms. Nelson said. "The club takes the sting out of 
what is a difficult process." 

Both Ms. Pizzolato and Ms. Nelson said they hope 
for a revolving group of members as individuals obtain 
employment. However, the library director said, "People 
are welcome to come for as little or as long as they wish." 
To supplement the club, Ms. Pizzolato said the library 
would offer resources - such as career guides and books 
on building resumes - to assist club attendees. 

Ms. Nelson reflected on a neighbor's son who still 
is looking for work to support his young family after 18 
months. During this economic climate, "it is even harder 
and that is frightening for people," she said. However, "If 
I can help, I'd like to." 

Club meetings — which are drop-in - take place 
from 10:00 am to 11:30 am every Wednesday at the library.

Board Hears Aquaculture Proposal for Job's 
Cove 

Marion Board oj Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Stephen 
Gushing on April 6, 2010 at 7:00 pm in the Marion 
Town House. Also in attendance were Selectmen Roger 
Blanchette and Jonathan Henry, Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson and Assistant to the Selectmen Helene Graver. 
The minutes of the March 30 meeting were 
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approved. 

In a first appointment, the Board met with Alan 
Menard from the Financial Committee with a budget 
report. "I am pleased to say that we have a balanced 
budget/' said Mr. Menard. The proposed budget takes 
a couple challenges into consideration: cuts in state aid 
from the governor's office and the potential for further 
cuts to be announced. The budget is level-funded and 
uses 44 percent of the town's $1,130,000 in free cash. Since 
the town has been so careful with spending in the past, 
they were able to use some of that free cash to pay for 
a "desperately needed" street sweeper and seven new 
defibrillators - five for the police department, two for the 
Harbormaster's office. The Board thanked Mr. Menard for 
his presentation. 

In a second appointment, the Board conducted 
a hearing for Greenport Consulting, Inc. for an oyster 
aquaculture farm application in the area of Job's Cove. 
Marion resident Chris Bryant spoke on behalf of the 
application, and said, "all my life has been dedicated to 
this harbor. . . I am manager of one of the greenest marinas 
on the Southcoast and I'm very proud of that." 

Mr. Bryant's brother, Bellingham resident 
and former Marion resident Ben Bryant, is one of 
the applicants for the proposed oyster aquaculture 
application. 

The proposed farm would be a small oyster 
cultivating operation, with 700-800 black mesh bags per 
half-acre, with the applicant asking for an acre to start. 
The operation would not require a floating raft and would 
use two 10-foot "working skiffs" to navigate the farm. The 
majority of the work would take place during the active 
season, from May until October, and the bags would be 
three inches above water, separated by 10-foot rows. 

Ben Bryant said the work would require that he 
flip the bags occasionally to prevent "bio-fouling" growth, 
which would sink the buoyed bags, and he would need to 
power-wash the bags twice a year. During the winter, the 
bags would be sunk to the bottom of the cove. 

Mr. Bryant spoke to the environmental benefits 
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of oyster aquaculture, saying that oysters improve water 
quality through filtration. He also noted that this would 
be an opportunity for a Marion resident to live and work 
within his own town. 

But the packed town hall conference room 
contained abutters that disagreed with Mr. Bryant's 
assessment. The Board received many letters from 
abutters to the cove, expressing concern about the noise 
involved from the boats and power- washing, the effect 
the farm would have on their home values, and most 
emphasized, the impact the bags would have on cove 
maneuvering for people on sail boats. 

"Navigation is probably the most universal 
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concern/' said Selectmen Henry. 

"It's hard to say to people, 'you can't sail here 
anymore'," added Selectmen Blanchette. 

Bob Puffer, a member of an abutting association 
of 18 homeowners, said that their deeded pier would 
be impacted by the noise, and said that the farm would 
"rule out small boat sailing". He was also concerned 
with the impact the venture would have on endangered 
Diamondback turtles in the area. 

One abutting homeowner, Natalie Mitchell, 
said that her grandfather, who once owned the land that 
she now owns in the area of Job's Cove, used to allow 
archeologists to camp on the land, where she says there is 
an abundance of Indian arrowheads. She also described 
the visual and auditory beauty of the cove, which she 
thinks would be compromised by the farm. "When I think 
of the beauty of that being taken over by plastic floats. . . it 
makes me sad to think that we would take something left 
to us and use it for commercial benefit," said Ms. Mitchell. 

But there were also some voices of support of 
the applicant as well. Or a Mae Torres said, "We all like 
the water. We all like to look at the water. But we have to 
share it." She said that the oyster farm would be no worse 
than recreational boats like jet-skis, and that the Board 
shouldn't get distracted by "emotional rhetoric". 

Norm Hills said, "I don't want [the Board of 
Selectmen] to go away thinking everyone in town thinks 
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this is a bad idea. Not everyone is opposed to it/' 
Both Harbormaster Michael Cormier and 
Shellfish Officer Isaac Perry spoke in favor of oyster 
aquaculture in general. Mr. Cormier said that oysters 
improve water quality, and Mr. Perry said that there have 
been no complaints from abutters near a current shellfish 
farm in the area of Ram Island. 

The Board was in agreement that further research 
into the proposal needed to be conducted, especially in 
regards to several large rocks in the cove and the farm's 
impact on navigating for sailboats. The Board voted to 
continue the hearing until May 4 at 7:05 pm. 
In Action items, the Board voted to: 

• Grant a one-day all-alcohol license to the 
Marion Social Club for an April 24 fire department party 
and a May 16 clambake. 

• Send a thank you letter to former EMT Dale 
Thackeray for "long term service and acts of kindness''. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. Dawson 
reported that a proposed gift of three land lots from 
the Indian Cove Association would result in $5,662 
tax income loss annually. This figure was lower than 
the Board expected it would be, since all three lots are 
technically considered "buildable". 

"That's not a whole lot [of money]," said 
Selectman Henry. 

The Board voted to accept the gift of land from 
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the Indian Cove Association for the sake of open land 
acquisition. 

Mr. Dawson also presented the Board with an 
application from Rochester resident Catharine Ann 
Brodeur for an aquaculture license in the northeast corner 
of Ram Island. The Board voted to set a hearing date for 
April 27, and the abutters of the proposed location will be 
notified. 

In Correspondence, the Board received a 
memo from Town Clerk Ray Pickles that the Annual 
Town Election will be held on May 21, 2010. All of the 
candidates are running uncontested. 

The Board voted to adjourn at 10:07 pm. 

Rochester Considers Adult Care Center 

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting

A Meeting of the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
was called to order on Monday April 5, 2010 at 7:15 pm by 
Chairman Richard Nunes. Also present were Selectmen 
Bradford N. Morse, Selectman Naida L. Parker, Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The minutes from the March 29 meeting, both 
regular and executive, were approved. 

Ms. Sharon Lalli, from the Council on Aging, 
addressed the Board with a presentation of a possible 
adult care center for seniors. This program has been a 
part of their five-year plan, and is essentially a service for 
seniors ''who are more frail and need more supervision.'' 
Often the home situation is isolated, and this program 
would allow for more social interaction and would help 
"prevent any further decline." 

This proposed program would be self-sustaining 
financially, operating with the help of grants and a fee for 
services (which would be between $25-40 per day). Ms. 
Lalli came up with a figure of "twenty-four individuals 
in Rochester right now that could benefit from this 
program." Ideally, 10 to 12 people would participate in 
the program each day, which would mean expanding the 
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building to accommodate the extra people. 

Next up, the Board of Assessors arrived to 
discuss the re-configuration of the Town Hall due to 
the recent flooding. After the late March rainstorm, the 
basement was so badly flooded that the Accounting Office 
needed to be moved up to the main floor. This move 
created a space issue upstairs, and one potential solution 
would be moving the Board of Assessors' filing cabinets to 
the basement. These filing cabinets are fire-protected and 
weigh around 500 pounds each. However, the Board of 
Assessors was not too pleased with this idea. "There are 
only two or three cabinets that aren't being used all the 
time. Our employees would be constantly going up and 
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downstairs/' said an assessor. In the end, it was decided 
that the filing cabinets would stay put. 

The meeting hall, which Selectman Parker 
pointed out is the only meeting hall set up for public 
meetings and hearings, has been downsized to allow 
an office to share the space. While the same amount of 
seating is available, the space is considerably smaller, 
and limits the number of people who could stand. A 
temporary wall will be constructed to block off the office 
from the main hall. 

Under Correspondence, Attorney Joseph Perry 
notified the Board of a property transfer under Chapter 
61A. ORCTV gave notice of their second annual telethon, 
which will be held on May 23. 

Comcast sent a letter outlining recent price 
adjustments. The Rochester Cultural Council has a 
questionnaire, which is available at the Town Hall for 
anyone interested. 

Rochester Youth Baseball will hold their opening 
day on April 24. Also on April 24 at 9:00 am is the Land 
Use Forum, which will be held at the Rochester Memorial 
School. 

Mr. LaCamera then gave the Town 
Administrator's Report. He thanked the Fire, Highway 
and Police departments for all their hard work recently 
dealing with damage due to the flooding. The Planning 
Board has a preliminary job description out which Mr. 
LaCamera asked the Board to review. The Plymouth 
County advisory group is scheduled to meet on April 29, 
and the monthly expense report appears to be "right on 
target.'' 

Selectmen meeting dates will be April 12, May 
3, 17, June 7, 21, 2010. Town Election is April 14, and the 
Annual Town Meeting is May 17, 2010. The meeting was 
adjourned at 8:25 pm. 

Board Examines Proposed Mixed-Use Bylaws

A regular meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
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was called to order by Chairman Tom Magauran on 
Monday, April 5 at 7:15 pm in the Marion Town Hall. Also 
present were board members Jay Ryder, Steve Gonsalves, 
John Sweeney, Ray Crowley, Patricia McArdle and 
Planning Board Secretary Terry Santos. Vice Chairman 
Joseph Napoli did not attend. 

As the first order of business, the planning board 
formally postponed a scheduled public hearing for 
applicant Always in Bloom Inc. for a proposed nursery 
at 454 Wareham Road. The applicant had requested 
additional time to put together its site plan. The hearing 
will occur on April 26. 

With no other public hearings, the board 
discussed at length proposed bylaw changes opening up 
zoning for mixed-use near Route 6 and Front Street. The 
changes are part of the 2015 Oversight Committee's work 
on zoning code that reflects a planning vision for the 
town. 

Chairman Magauran briefly discussed 
conservations with officials from the Massachusetts 
Highway Department about Marion's future 
development. He said MassHighway is not opposed to 
Smart Growth nor has issues with tree strips along Route 
6, which he said "substantially contradicted'' a consultant 
for Dunkin Donuts. As such, MassHighway has no 
objection if Marion chooses to implement tree strips, 
reduce the number of traffic lanes or any other measures 
to slow down cars. 

Chairman Magauran then described a March 27 
workshop where town officials, local business owners 
and the public converged to discuss a planning vision 
for the town. The workshop is the first of two meetings 
- the next is scheduled for April 10 - that opened up 
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dialogue on proposed alternative node zoning bylaws 
before they appear at the annual town meeting on May 
17. ''We encourage everyone and anyone to bring input 
to the meetings/' the chairman said. "This is driven as a 
consensus effort, not driven to create something people in 
Marion do not want," he added. 

Mr. Crowley urged Chairman Magauran to 
encourage local business owners - including Jack and 
Betty Cheney of the Marion General Store - to attend 
the meeting. However, Chairman Magauran and Mr. 
Ryder noted that business owners in general often avoid 
such meetings. "When you are a business owner, it is 
dangerous [to attend such meetings]. You may offend 
people with opinions. There is a natural tendency not 
to try to speak out at those events," said the chairman. 
However, Mr. Sweeney in particular called on businesses 
to engage in the process. To address reluctance to 
participate, Ms. Crowley suggested that people turn in 
statements with their views to ensure they are heard. 

However, the chairman said he would address 
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the "biggest concern" of the mixed-use node at Route 
6 and Front Streets, namely that village stores would 
be "simply dwarfed" by retail competition. "Everyone 
involved will make sure that this doesn't happen," he 
said. 

On a general note, Mr. Magauran stressed the 
importance of embedding into the bylaw zoning rules 
that promotes development favorable to Marion residents. 
Imposing such changes puts the "proof in the pudding," 
he said. "If this is done right, everyone wins. If done 
wrong, the critics have a lot to complain about. We need 
everyone's input." 

Mr. Gonsalves voiced strong support of the bylaw 
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changes. "Change is inevitable whether you want it or not. 
Finally the planning board is doing what it is supposed to 
be doing. Is change scary? Yes.'' 

The board again discussed the March 27 meeting. 
The chairman said local committees attended, but the bike 
path committee was absent. ''They have done a lot of hard 
work; we want their participation," he said. For the April 
10 meeting, Mr. Gonsalves said, "The most important 
committee to attend is the public. It is so important to 
show up. Just show up." He added: "This is a matter of 
importance so get the facts. Don't listen to gossip and 
hearsay; educate yourself from people who know, not 
people who think they know." 

The chairman also touched upon a possible 
increase in Marion's affordable housing stock via the 
mixed-use node. He said he likes to see affordable housing 
to expand beyond what the law requires. He said he hopes 
for a productive exchange with the Marion Affordable 
Housing Trust at the upcoming workshop. 

Mr. Magauran then listed the "top ten myths" 
associated with the proposed alternative node zoning 
as determined from the March 27 public workshop. He 
described each myth with a formal response from the 2015 
Oversight Committee. According to the chairman, some 
myths about the new zoning include that it will: open the 
floodgates to development; make personal zoning changes 
more difficult; increase traffic significantly; present safety 
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concerns with new forms of developments; create too 
much density; and steer business away from the village. 
He pointed out that the node will limit development to 
eight units per acre and that trips to the node will bring 
people into the village "as long as it is complementary/' 
he said. Further, Mr. Magauran discussed the importance 
of ''linking spaces," including pedestrian and bike paths, 
and the harbor. 

He said another myth is that no one will develop 
the node. "It is going to happen," he said, although 
it may be down the road. He said developer interest 
is underscored in a preliminary plan by Cumberland 
Farms - which is located right at the proposed mixed- 
use area - to significantly expand the size of its store to 
more than 3,500 square feet. "People should be aware of 
Cumberland Farms completely changing their corner - 
that's huge," said Mr. Ryder. 

Mr. Gonsalves thus said that new zoning presents 
an opportunity for Marion to discourage unattractive 
development and make a corner - like the one where 
Cumberland Farms resides -appealing for Marion 
residents. "This is a chance to take a project and make it 
better," he said. Mr. Gonsalves also suggested that the 
town enhance signage to direct visitors to the village and 
historic district. Ms. McArdle said: "That is the best idea 
I've heard in the past couple of years," she said, urging 
the board to incorporate the idea into the plans. 
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In comments about the proposed bylaw changes, 
Ms. McArdle said that although she does not personally 
oppose the node, she noted that "too much is out of 
our control" regarding its future development. She said 
the board cannot determine which developers w^ill be 
interested or even ensure that small businesses will 
survive. In regards to chain stores in Wareham, she said: 
"You can make it as attractive as possible, but you can't 
overcome convenience." She also recommended that the 
board offer the public an idea of the worst case scenario 
under the proposed changes. 

Overall, the chairman said the proposed bylaw^s 
would give developers more flexibility and opportunity 
to develop the node. He said there are many kinds of 
mixed-use options, from offices, studios, civil centers to 
residential and commercial spaces. He said plainly, "I 
worry what would happen if we don't do it," saying the 
changes would limit sprawl and undesired development. 
Mr Ryder added: "By passing new bylaw^s, it allow^s us to 
be proactive instead of reactive." Ms. McArdle cautioned 
the board that abutters who soon may have commercial 
neighbors might strongly oppose the bylaw^s. 

In other business, Mr Ryder said he received a 
letter from the Selectmen requesting one board member 
representative at Southeastern Regional Planning and 
Economic Development District's meetings for the next 
year "I don't think we need any representative from 
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the planning board/' said Mr. Ryder after stating that 
he felt the meetings were a waste of time. Ms. Crowley 
however said, "Fm hesitant leaving our relationships with 
SRPEDD in [Selectman] Jon Henry's hands.'' 

"I'm at a loss as to why SRPEDD is of value to 
us," concluded Mr. Magauran. However, the chairman 
said instead of disengaging completely, he would offer 
himself as a representative for the purpose of asking the 
organization to justify Marion's participation. "Please 
explain to me why Marion tax dollars are used to pay 
you," the chairman said he would ask the organization. 

In other news, the board briefly mentioned Bay 
Watch Realty Trust's recent cease and desist order and 
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encouraged the Zoning Board of Appeals to televise their 
meetings. 

The board voted to adjourn at 8:45 pm. 

Zumba Fundraiser To Benefit ALS 
Organization

Running, biking and selling treats are par for 
the course when it comes to fundraising. Beth Forgue, 
a teacher at Old Rochester Regional High School, has 
a different idea: shimmying to Latin rhythms for an 
important cause. 

Specifically, Ms. Forgue is organizing a 
Zumbathon event at the high school on April 11 to raise 
money for the organization Compassionate Care ALS 
(amyotrophic lateral sclerosis). Fundraiser participants 
will engage in Zumba, which Ms. Forgue describes as 
a Latin-based cardio workout using Latin music, salsa 
and meringue dance moves to rev up the heart rate. 
Participation in the dancing is optional, but Ms. Forgue 
said Zumba is fun and nothing to be jittery about. 

Ms. Forgue and her sister Christine - both 
teachers of Zumba - originated the idea of the fundraiser 
last year when ASL affected a beloved brother-in-law. 
Jeffrey Lawrence, who is only 46 years old, was diagnosed 
with ALS about four years ago. ALS, also known as Lou 
Gehrig's disease, is a disease that affects nerve cells in

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the brain and spinal cord that control voluntary muscle 
movement. The disease eliminated Mr. Lawrence's ability 
to walk and talk. "Every disease is horrible, but this one is 
close to us right now/' she said. 

The fundraiser is the Forgue family's way of 
thanking Compassionate Care for its wide-ranging 
support during its time of need. The non-profit 
organization based in West Falmouth, MA focuses on 
"holistic" support to patients and caregivers affected 
by ALS. "When requested, we strive to accompany 
[patients and caregivers] on their journey, actively listen 
to their concerns, care for their needs, and equip them to 
face end of life issues with dignity and grace," says the 
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Compassionate Care web site. 

Since Mr. Lawrence's diagnosis, Ms. Forgue said 
the organization has provided access to support groups, 
equipment, and legal advice; its instructors have served as 
"sounding boards" during this difficult time, she added. 
Ms. Lawrence's three young sons also have benefited 
from Compassionate Care's assistance. "It is a great little 
organization" Ms. Forgue said. 

Currently no one knows for sure what causes 
ALS, although the Forgues have ruled out genetic factors 
in Mr. Lawrence's case. Ms. Forgue said her brother-in- 
law currently is in a study investigating environmental 
causes due to higher-than-average incidences of ALS in 
New Bedford, Freetown and Middleborough. 

For now, Ms. Forgue is turning her attention 
to the Zumbathon. According to creator Beto Perez, 
everyone from children to grandparents can Zumba. 
The mantra of Zumba: "Ditch the workout and join our 
party." In addition to dancing, the fundraiser will include 
information booths, refreshments, doorprizes, raffles, and 
jewelry shopping. Last year the event attracted over 100 
people and raised more than $6,000. This year Ms. Forgue 
hopes for an even larger turnout. 

The Zumbathon will take place from 1:00 pm to 
4:00 pm on April 11. Individuals who plan to dance are 
asked to raise a minimum of $30; onlookers need to raise 
$5.

School Report 
Math Department Ends SimCalc

This was the last of three years in a mathematics 
study in which the Old Rochester Regional math 
department has participated. The study, organized and 
carried out by UMass Dartmouth, was designed with 
several purposes. First, it was to gather information 
about the SimCalc Math Worlds program, which is a 
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technology-centered approach to teaching math at the 
high-school level. Second, the study was to measure how 
many students like math and how much they like it. If 
the SimCalc program seemed to interest more students 
in math, then the program creators hope that its use in 
schools all over the United States - and in other countries 
- will help to garner more students for math majors in 
their college years. Some of these majors will, hopefully, 
become math teachers and fill the spaces left by a 
generation of retiring teachers. 

ORR has been participating in this study from 
its inception three years ago. There have been two sets 
of classes participating in the study each year; one class. 
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called the control, continues to learn the unit material 
from the book. But the second class, referred to as the 
SimCalc class, learns the unit through a computer and 
calculator program. The program only lasts for the length 
of one book chapter, and its brevity ensures that over the 
year the participating students learn the same material. 
For the short unit, though, frequent testing allows for the 
two classes to be compared statistically. 

SimCalc has been used for the Algebra I classes, 
the geometry classes, and finally the Algebra II classes. 
This year, the SimCalc program was centered on quadratic 
functions. Mr. Nailor, one of the teachers working with 
the program, explained that SimCalc presented the 
material in terms of physics, while the book used a mix 
of straight mathematic problems and world-application 
word problems. 

In the SimCalc class, students learned how to 
manipulate quadratic equations so that the animation that 
represented such an equation in the computer's "world" 
would behave with a certain motion. Students changed 
the starting positions, duration, speed, and direction of 
the objects in the animation while identifying how their 
changes in the equation would change the position graph. 
Through this process, students learned the effect of each 
variable in the formula y = ax2 + bx + c on the position 
graph. 

The class required more than using the SimCalc 
program, though. Students had to take surveys about 
their feelings on math and the class multiple times 
throughout the study There were also comprehensive 
tests on quadratics that the students had to take. The Pre- 
Test and Post-Test were, actually, the same test. UMass 
Dartmouth hopes to compare the results of the tests with 
those of the control class to see if the SimCalc program led 
to any heightened increase in student scores. 

Mr. Nailor believed that the SimCalc program 
was useful in providing a break for students, who tend 
to get bogged down in bookwork by this time of the year. 
"It's a change," he said. He went on to explain that this 
is the reason for carouseling - a class work assignment

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in which students solve math problems at stations - and 
group projects. The change helps keep students engaged 
in learning. Unfortunately, some students failed to realize 
the importance of participating in the study. They signed 
the permission forms without understanding what they 
meant, Mr. Nailor said. This was disappointing to the 
math department because ORR is one of the schools 
providing the foundation for SimCalc's research, which is 
''pretty exciting.'' 

The students weren't the only ones learning from 
the SimCalc program. Both Mr. Nailor and Ms. Browning, 
another math teacher involved in the study, had to do 
extensive training prior to teaching the unit. Even after 
the technology training, the two teachers worked together 
before each lesson in preparation for answering students' 
possible questions. They would take turns teaching the 
lesson, writing notes about what topics they would need 
to bring up in class for students to fully understand 
the topic. In short, while the students were simply 
participating in the SimCalc program, Mr. Nailor and Ms. 
Browning were taking turns playing teacher and student.

Mattapoisett Community Garden 

A new community initiative is getting underway 
in Mattapoisett to launch the town's first community 
garden on a three-quarter acre plot on Pine Island Road 
this season. The lot, at the corner of Prospect Road, was 
formerly gardened by Lucky Field Organics in Rochester, 
with soil that has been developed over the years for 
organic gardening. 

Sparked by Bonne DeSousa and Sandy Hering 
from the Mattapoisett Sustainability Committee, about 20 
interested people attended an initial meeting to get the 
project going on March 2. The plan is to create an organic 
garden with area residents responsible for individual or 
group plots. 

One of the organizers, Jim Stowe of Mattapoisett,

said garden details and rules are still being worked out, 
but organizers expect to have at least 20 plots available 
on a first come first serve basis this season. Gardeners 
may also choose to do some common planting, like corn, 
for instance, he said. Gardeners will be responsible for 
planting, maintaining and harvesting their season's 
produce, as well as assisting with general site upkeep and 
post-season clean-up. 

A fee for plots will be assessed to cover expected 
expenses such as estimated water usage, possible electrical 
use, and start-up expenses, like hose and fencing for deer 
protection. The fee has not been determined, but will 
likely be about $50, with consideration for gardeners for 
whom this might be a barrier. 

The Pine Island Road garden site has access to 
water, electricity and parking, as well as secure storage for 
gardening equipment across the street. Weston Lant has 
agreed to help with the preliminary site preparation, as 
well as provide some advice on getting started. 

An orientation and clean-up day will be held at 
9:00 am on Saturday, April 17 at the garden. More detailed 
information will be available at that time. The goal is to 
have the site ready for gardeners to get started by the end 
of April.

The Ghost Writer. Starring Ewan McGregor and Pierce 
Brosnan. Directed by Roman Polanski. Running time: 
128 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The old sinner scores again. The Ghost Writer, 
directed by Roman Polanski, is a slow-burning and 
elegant thriller firmly in the Hitchcock mode but with 
shards of cynicism that are uniquely Polanski's. In recent 
years, and particularly in The Pianist , this embattled 
director carves off anything inessential; the title character 
(played by Ewan McGregor) doesn't even have a name. 
The Ghost Writer is a little long, but it moves , and aside 
from the obvious post-production overdubbing of R-rated 
language to secure the film a PG-13, this is an immaculate 
work, with a sardonic eye towards modem politics — 
specifically, modern American politics. 

McGregor has been hired to ghost-write the 
memoirs of Adam Lang (Pierce Brosnan), the former 
British Prime Minister. The previous ghost-writer (cue 
the violins) drowned under mysterious circumstances. 
What, if anything, is tucked away inside Ghost #1 's fat 
manuscript that might be worth killing for? McGregor 
flips through the massive thing and finds only boring 
facts — perhaps deceptively boring. Meanwhile, Lang 
finds himself spattered by scandal: it seems he turned 
some alleged terrorists over to the CIA for the usual gentle 
ministrations (waterboarding, etc.). His wife (Olivia 
Williams) appears exasperated by the whole situation 
and sets her sights on McGregor, who's almost too busy 
chasing down old names from Lang's Yale yearbook to 
respond to her brittle charms. 

Adapting a novel by Robert Harris (who co-wrote 
the script with him), Polanski turns The Ghost Writer into 
a meditation on the slipperiness of truth, especially truth 
in the political sector. The parallels between Lang and 



Tony Blair are impossible to miss, though Lang, whose 
college training was in drama, seems to be playing a 
man of power rather than actually being one. Brosnan's 
performance is full of odd anger barely held in check. 
Out of office now, Lang feels impotent — maybe he 
felt impotent while in office — and he takes the charges 
against him as a needling affront. He is hounded by the 
media and protesters, and if he goes back to his home he 
may be arrested. Sound like any directors we know? 

Like any good thriller director, Polanski identifies 
more with the hero, McGregor; we don't feel any special 
sympathy for Lang, though his predicament mirrors 
Polanski's on the surface. The take-away is that Lang 
must lie in the bed he made. The Ghost Writer isn't just 
the McGregor-Brosnan show; people like Eli Wallach, 
Timothy Hutton, and a bald, nearly unrecognizable James 
Belushi pop in for brief, bright appearances, and Tom 
Wilkinson strikes just the right aristo-intellectual note 
as one of Lang's old Yale buddies. Only Kim Cattrall, 
gamely struggling with a British accent like a woman 
trying to hold onto an umbrella in a high wind, lets 
us down. But Polanski, who turns 77 this year, keeps 
chugging ahead, dropping everything into place with the 
suppleness of a director half his age. The final shot will go 
down as one of the best this year. A man can be a monster 
in private and a master in his work. On the evidence here, 
Polanski is still a master.

Rochester Student is 
Eagle Scout of Honor

There is a new dog park for 
military families at the Robinson 
Barracks in Germany, and it's 
all thanks to one young man in 
Rochester. 

Alexander Stylos, an army 
brat and Boy Scout, was living in 
Lyonberg, Germany with his mother 
when he started thinking of ways that 
he could complete a service project 
to earn his Eagle Scout rank. In order 
to achieve the highest Boy Scout 
rank - an Eagle Scout - a Boy Scout must earn 21 merit 
badges, be a Life Scout for at least six months, and must 
complete a project to benefit the community. 

After asking around at the barracks, Mr. Stylos 
learned that there was a need for a dog park on one of 
the bases. "I said 'okay' , and I drew up a plan for it," 
he said. What followed was months of planning and 
research. After looking at a sample of a similar dog park, 
he completed a plan that was ultimately approved by his 
Scoutmaster and completed with help from his mother 
and a group of four to five daily volunteers. 

The Robinson Barracks dog park filled an open 
space and was beautified with benches and trees, planted 
by Mr. Stylos and the volunteers. The materials were 
supplied by the Army base. Although his mother retired 
from the Army shortly after, Mr. Stylos left his mark at 
the base, with people still enjoying the dog park in his 
absence. 

In the two years since he completed the Eagle 
project and left Germany, Mr. Stylos has been making a 
lot of friends at Old Rochester Regional high school and 
has remained active with the Boy Scouts, this time with 
Troop 53 in Mattapoisett. According to Mr. Stylos, there 
isn't that much of a difference between Germany and 
America. 

Mr. Stylos has enjoyed these past nine years in the 
Boy Scouts, with his favorite activities being camping, 
rafting and skiing. He likes the responsibility and 
leadership expectations that come with being a Boy 
Scout, and said that it is "a great way to spend time with 
friends". Starting as a Wolf Scout in the third grade, and 
now a tried and true Eagle Scout, Mr. Stylos has shown 
tenacity and focus in achieving his goals. 

Part of the Eagle Scout process is obtaining badges. 
For Mr. Stylos, the leatherworking and basket- weaving 




badges were easy, but there was 
more of a challenge involved in the 
"Citizenship in the World" badge, 
which involved researching what it 
means to be a citizen around the world. 

"I was so happy when I got that 
badge," he laughed. 

At the Mattapoisett 
Congregational Church this past 
Saturday, Mr. Stylos' hard work 
paid off when Mattapoisett Troop 53 
- conducted an Eagle Scout Court of 
Honor in recognition of his new rank. 
"It takes a great deal of leadership to 
become an Eagle Scout," he said. "You 
have to lead the troop, you have to 
lead other people with your project and 
make sure that everything is done correctly." 

Besides Boy Scouts and NHS, Mr. Stylos enjoys 
snowboarding, spring track and Math club. He hopes to 
pursue college in either Boston or at U Mass Dartmouth, 
and hopes to study either chemistry or physics. Besides 
pursuing college, Mr. Stylos would like to follow in 
his mother's footsteps by considering an intelligence 
position - possibly with the National Security Agency. 
Most recently, he was inducted into the National Honor 
Society. 

Like any good scout, Mr. Stylos credits a lot of 
his progress to his peers and his Scoutmasters - in 
Germany, infantry officer John Cass, and in America, 
Troop 53 leader Ron Ellis. Mr. Stylos said their 
"styles are completely different, but equally effective" 
in producing community-minded scouts. Some of his 
former Scoutmasters and friends from past troops were 
also present at the April 3 ceremony. 

Scoutmaster Ron Ellis praised Mr. Stylos' 
achievement and said, "It's hard to stay with something 
like scouting when you move around a lot. He managed 
to keep it a constant in his life and it was nice that 
he was able to stay with it. Being an Eagle Scout is 
something he will still be putting on his resume when he 
is 50. It's a lifetime commitment to leading a good life." 

According to a Boy Scouts of America fact sheet, 
about 5 percent of Boy Scouts actually achieve the Eagle 
Scout rank. For that reason, the role comes with a lot 
of expectations. Many Eagle Scouts go on to become 
soldiers in the armed forces, world leaders, and in the 
case of Neil Armstrong, the first man on the moon. 

Mr. Stylos knows that a lot is expected from 
him as a leader, and he said, "I hope to fulfill those 
expectations."
